NEXT  YEAR  WILL  NOT   BE   GREATLY  DIFFERENT  FROM  THOSE   OF  1942. 
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THE    FARM    INCOME  SITUATION 

Summary 

Cash  income  from  farm  marketings  increased  slightly  more  than  usual 
from  August  to  September  and  totaled  1,707  million  dollars  compared  with 
l,Ul2  million  dollars  in  August  and  1,286  million  dollars  in  September  last 
year.     Income  from  cotton,  tobacco  and  wheat  increased  somewhat  more  than 
usual  from  August  to  September,  but  income  from  oil-bearing  crops,  fruits, 
vegetables,  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  after  allovdng  for 
usual  seasonal  changes.     Government  payments  in  September  totaled  27  million 
dollars  compared  with  23  million  dollars  in  August  and  28  million  dollars  in 
September  last  year. 

Although  the  record  out-out  of  crops  is  moving  to  market  more  slowly 
than  usual.  l„.o»e  fro.  crops  in  September  Increased  .ore  than  average.  Whe 
harvest  progressed  comparatively  slowly,  and  the  sliortage  of  terminal  storag 
apace  resulted  in  retention  of  more  wheat  on  farms.     Both  of  these  factors 
have  delayed  the  marketing  of  the  crop,  and  income  from  wheat  reached  its 
peak  in  September  this  year  instead  of  in  July  or  August.    The  cotton,  peanuj 
soybean,  and  other  late  crops  are  also  moving  more  slowly  than  usual,  so  thai 
marketings  of  these  crops  are  likely  to  be  unusxially  large  in  the  last  I 
quarter  of  the  year.     Despite  the  later  movement  of  cotton,  income  from  this] 
crop  increased  sharply  from  August  to  September,  as  the  larger  crop  was  | 
being  sold  at  prices  somewhat  higher  than  a  year  earlier.     Income  from 
tobacco,  fruits,  and  vegetables  also  continued  at  high  levels.  •  j 

The  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products  in  | 
September  was  slightly  less  than  average.  Returns  from  meat  animals  were  upj 
less  than  usual  in  September,  as  the  increase  in  sales  of  hogs  was  relativelj 
small.    Egg  prices  also  increased  less  than  usual,  and  income  from  poultry 
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and  eggs  declined  more  than  is  normal  for  the  season.     Income  from  dairy 
products  declined  less  than  is  generally  the  case,  . 

For  the  first  9  nionths  of  19^2  cash  income  from  farm  marketings 
totaled  10,122  million  dollars  compared  with  1         million  dollars  during  the 
same  period  of              All  groups  of  farm  products  recorded  sharp  increases  in 
income  over  the  corresponding  period  of  last 'year,  hut  the  greatest  gain  was 
in  income  from  meat  animals,  which  increased' -^l- p-erc.en,t.     Government  payments 
from  J=ihua.ry  to  SeTDtemher  this  year  were  511  "'^lilli'^i^  dollars  compared  with  391 
million  dollars  in  the  first  9  months  of  I9H1,  

The  index  numbers  of  cash  income  from  farm  marketings  have  oeen  revised 
from  January  1935  'to  date  and  placed  on  a  1935" 39  "base.     In  this  revision 
changes  have  "been  made  in  seasonal  adjustment  factors  for  several  commodities 
to  allow  for  changing  market  conditions  and  for  the  influence  of  Government 
loans  on  seasonal  trends  in, farm  marketings; ■The  seasonally  adjusted  index' 
of  income  "from  farm  marketings  on  the  new  hase  vras  208.0  for  September  compare 
with  20^-,  5  ir-  August  and  152.O  in  September  last  year.     Income  from  crops  in 
September  after  seasonal  adjustment  vras  220.5  percent  of  the  1935"39  average, 
while  in  August  it  was  209.5  a^d  in  September  last  year  it  was  153*  5-  '^^e 
index  of  income  from  all  livestock  and  livestock  products  declined  from  201.5 
in  August  to  l99»5  i-1  September  —  U9  points  above  the  index  of  150»5 
September  last  year. 

V/ith  the  movement  of  crops  to  m.arket  getting  \inder  way  later  than 
usual,  it  is  likely  that  income  from  cro"os  will  increase  at  least  seasonally 
from  September  to  October.     However,  the  movement  of  hogs  to  market  in  the 
first  half  of  October  did  not  reflect  the  big  increase" in  the  spring  pig  crop, 
and  October  income  from  livestock  may  not  make  quite  the  usual  seasonal 
increase  over  September.

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Monthly  Estimates  of  Cash  Farm  Income  Revised 

The  monthly,  estimates  o-f  cash,  farm  incoftiec-'f ro'm  1935       date  are  "being 
revised  to  incorporate  the  revisions  and  additidns  which  have  been  made  in  the 
yearly  estimates  of  income  of  .  the  various  farm  pro^ducts.    These,  revised  esti- 
mates include  the  incame  from  commodities  added  during  .the  periodi,  such  as 
commercial  broilers  and  ^several  minor;  crops,  •'and  the  sum  of -the  monthly  esti- 
mates for 'any  12- calendar-year  months  equal  the  annual' est im;ates  of.  income. 
Additional  data  have  "be'en  collected  on  the  monthly : marketings,  and  on  prices  of 
several  minor  fruits,  legvime  seeds,  and  other  minor  crops  which  have  made  it 
possible  to  allocate  the.-;income  from,  these  products  to  the  proper  months  and  to 
more  accurately  measure  -the  month-to-month  changes  in  income  from  them. 

The  index  numbers  of  income  from  farm  marketings  also  have  been  recom- 
puted to  incorporate  the  .re visa v^ns  ' and' additions  in  the  monthly  estimates  of 
ihcom.e,  and  many  of  the  seasonal  adjustment  factors-  used  on  the  various  com- 
modities'  have  been  adjusted  to  a.llow  for  the  influence  of  .loans  on  basic  crops 
and  on  the  seasonal  trends  of  farm  incomeo    Also  the ^ index  numbers  have  been 
plG-ced  on  a  more  recent  base  period  ''--'935~39)  *o  facilitate  comparisons  of 
changes  in  income  between  the  diffGi-j::t  groups  of  commodities  and  to  measiire 
the  changes  in  income  since  the  pro-^^i.-r  periodo     The  monthly- es-timate'g  of

■  ■■   ■  The' •.revised  es'timaiie''  d-f  income  from  farm  marketings  for  August  of  l,.Ul2 
million  do'llars  was  28  percent  a.bove  August  19^1»  but  increa-ses -in- most  of"  the 
Atlantic  Coast  States  vrere  much  larger  because  of  the,sha,rp  increase  in  returns 
from  vegetables,  tobacco,  and  cotton.     Sharply  higher  income  from  crops' in  ' 
Michigan,  V/isconsin,  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  Louisiana,  and  Arizona  also  aided 
in  raising  the  income  in  these  States  somewhat  more  than  average-;  ••On  'the  other 
hand,  incom.e  in  several  of  the  Central  States  v;as  less,  than  a  year- earlier,; 
largely  because  sales  of  wheat  .in  August  I9U2  Were  somewhat  less  than  the 
relatively  large  sales  la.st  August.'    In  Kansas  and  Montana  income  was  less  .'than

For  the  first  8  months  of  19^2  income  from  farm  marketings  -tdtfiled  UO 
percent  more  than  a  year  qarlier.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
was  up  hk  percent,  v/hile  income  from  crops  wa.s  up '33  percent.    Marketings  of 
many  crops  have  not  incroasad  as'  tapidly  as  usual  this,  year  because  of  delayed 
harvesting,  shortage  of  storage  facilities  and  shortage  of  labor.'  Al'so^'a  large 
part  cf  the  v;heat  crop  is  being  placed  under  loan,  and  since  a  larger  pro- 
portion of  the  loan  wheat  is  being  stored  on  fanns.,  loans  are  being  made 'later 
this  year  than  las to    These  factors  all  contributed  to  the  relatively  small 
increase  in  incom.e  from  crops  in  August  this.  year,  and -'to-  the'  Stnall'er  increase 
in  income. •f37om  crtrpg"  fhan"from  livestock  during  the  first  g  months.     Income  in 
all  States  thus  far  in  19^2  has  been  somewhat  higher  than  in  the  corresponding

CASH  INCOME  FROM  FARM  MARKETINGS,  BY  REGIONS. 

AVERAGE  1936-40,  AND  1941-42 
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Despite  the  relatively  small  sales  of  wheat  during  August,  the  increase 
in  incone'  froir.  July,  .to  Mgust  was  grepter  than  usual  in  the  North  Central 
and  Wesitcrn  regions,  largely  "because  of  the  relatively  heavy  movement  of 
-livestock-  frci:i  these  areas.     In  the.-  South  Atlantic  rnd  South  Central  regions 
the  increase  in  income .from  July  to  .August  was  ahout  normal  far  the  season, 
"but  in  the  Korth  Atlantic  States  the  increase  was  slightly  less  than  usual 
(chart  on  opposite  page).     The  following  is  a  "brief  summary  of  the  income 
situation  in  the  different  major  geographic  regions. 

xTorth  Atlantic  States  '  .    .  ' 

Income  from  crops  during  August  totaled  6l  percent  more  than  a  year 
earlier,  with  sharp  gains  in  returns  from,  truck  crops  and  potatoes  con- 
tri'buting  most  of  the  increase.    Returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 
were  only  I9  percent  higher  than  in  August  last  year  "oecause  of  the  relatively 
small  rise  in  prices  of  v;hole  milk».    Total  income  from  fa,rm  marketings  in 
August  v;as  up  35  percent  from  a  year  earlier,    Por  the  first  3  months  of  19^2 
the  increase  in  income --from  crops  of  42  percent  has  "been  som.ewhat  more  than 
the  30  percent  increase  in  income. from  livestock  and  livestock  products. 
Total  income  from  faj*m  marketings  v/ao  up  J)J)'  tot  cent ,  v.dth  increases  ranging 
from  28  percent  in  Pennsylvania  to  63. percent  in  Marine.'    In  all  the  remsaning 
States  the  increases,  ranged  from  25  to  3''^  percent, 

East  North  Central  States  ■    '  ' 

Marketings  of  crops  during  Augu.st  totaled  only  I6  percsnt  'more  than  a 
year  earlier,  as  a  sharp  decline  in  income  from,  v.rheat  largely  offset  the 
increases  in  income  from  feed  grains,  vegeta'bles,  and  fruits.  However, 
income  frbm  livestock  ajid  livestock  products  was  somewhat  higher  than  a  year 
earlier  ifl  _ali  States,  £aid  increases  in  income  in  the  different-  States  ranged 
•from  15  pcrc-Tnt  in  Illinois  to  55  percent  in  Michigan,  averaging  26  percent 
for  the  region  as  a  v;holc. 

The  increase  in  income  in  this  region  during  the  first  8  months  of 
19^2  has  been  remarka'bly  uniform,  ranging  from  37  percent  in  Michigan  to  hh 
percent  in  Indiana.     Income  "both  from  crops  and  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  has  been  su'cstar-tially  higher  than  a  year  earlier  in  all  States. 
The  shaJ^jest  increase  from  crops  has  "been  in  Michigan,  whereas  the  greatest 
increase  in  income  from,  livestock  and  livestock  products  v/as  in  Indiana. 

West  North  Central  Strtes  ,         '  ' 

Income  from  crops  in  the  ¥est  North  Central  region  during  August 
was  practically  unchanged  from  a  year  earlier,  as  the  decline  in  income 
from  v/heat  about  offset  the  indroase  in  income  from  most  other  crops.  In 
Kansas  and"  Missouri  the  smaller  Government  loans  on  v/heat  in  August  as 
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compared  with  last  year,  caused  "by  the  slov;er  movement  of  the  v;heat  crop  into 
loan,  largely  account  for  the  decline  in  incone  froa  crops  in  these  tv;o 
States.    Despite  a  marked  increase  in  income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products,  income  in  Kansas  v;as  I6  percent  less  in  August  this  year  than 
last.    In  the  remaining  States  income  was  up  "by  amounts  ranging  from  I9  pe3>- 
cent  in  South  Dakota  to       percent  in  Minnesota. 

The  increase  in  income  from  crops  during  the  first  8  months  of  this 
year  has  been  much  smaller  in  this  region  than  in  any  other,  amounting  to 
only  19  percent.    However,  the  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products 

have  "been  sharply  higher  in  all  States  of  the  area,  and  total  income  from  - 

farm  marketings  v:as  up  "by  amounts  varying  from  29  percent  in  Kansas  to  52  ■ 

percent  in  South  Dakota,    ^'or  the  region  income  from  farm  marketings  was  M 

h2  percent  higher  than  a  year  earlier.  ■ 

South  Atlantic  States  I 

Larger  sales  of  tobacco  and  cotton  at  somewhat  higher  prices  than  a  V 
year  earlier  and  sharply  higher  prices  for  truck  crops  resulted  in  an  1 
increase  of  kf  percent,  as  compared  to  August  19^1f  income  from  crops  inij 
the  South  AtLpjitic  Ste.tes.  Income  from  livestock  was  also  sharply  higher  M 
than  a  year  earlier,  and  income  from  all  najketings  for  the  region  as  a  m 
whole  was  up  hS  percent  the  largest  increase  for  any  major  geographic  ^ 
region.  In  South  Carolina,  vrhere  returns  from  crops  v/ere  sharply  reduced  ) 
last  year,  the  income  from  crops  was  nearly  tv/ice  as  large,  and  income  from 
crops  in  this  State  is  likely  to  continue  to  record  a  sharp  increase  during 
the  remainder  of  the  year. 

The  increase  in  income  from  farm  marketings  in  this  region  from 
January  through  August  has  been  greater  than  in  any  other  region,  and  has 
been  generally  distributed  in  all  States  of  the  region.    Income  from  crops 
totaled  ^1  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier,  and  income  from  livestock 
and  livestock  products  v;as  up  53  percent.

South  Central  States  . '  i 

.1 

Income  from  crops  in  the  South  Central  States  during  A-ugust  was  3 
percent  less  than  in  August  last  year,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  sharp 
declines  in  income  from  wheat  and  cotton.     In  August  19^1  v.'heat  leans  in  this 
region  v/ere  unusually  heav;/,  and  a  large  proportion  of  the  income  from  cottoB 
was  derived  from  the  redemption  of  cotton  that  had  been  formerly  placed 
under  loan.    The  decline  in  income  from  crops  in  Tennessee,  Oklahoma,  and 
Texas  was  due  largely  to  the  smaller  returns  from  cotton  and  v;heat  this 
August  than  last.    On  the  other  hand,  income  from  crops  v/as  somevrhat  higher 
than  a  year  earlier  in  Mississippi,  Arkansas,  and  Louisiana,  as  sharp  gains 
v/ere  recorded  in  income  from  cotton.     Income  from  livestock  and  livestock 
products  v/as  higher  than  a  yepx  earlier    in  all  States  of  this  region,  and 
the  increase  in  tota.l  income  from  farm  marketings  ranged  from  10  percent  in 
Texas  to  6U  percent  in  Louisiana. 
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From  January  throu^^h  Au^st  income  in  this  re<^:!.on  v/a-^  up  33  percent 
as  a  result  of  an  increase  of  2h  percent  in  returns  from  crops  and  5I  percent 
in  returns  from  livestock  and  livestock  products.     The  greatest  increase  in 
returns  was  in  Ark-aiisaj  and  Oklalioma  where  returns  from  "both  crops  and  live- 
stock v;ere  sulistantiali.;'  higric-r  than  a  year  earlier.

The  change  in  income  in  Au^st  varied  v/idelrf  among  the  Western  States, 
when  compared  with  Augn^^t  last  year.     In  Montana  sales  of  wheat  were  much 
less  than  a  year  earlier  and  total  income  was  do\im  6  percent,  and  in  i\ievada 
income  vras  IS  percent  less  than  a  year  earlier  "because  of  smaller  sales  of 
livestock.    On  the  ntb-^i  hand,  in  Arizona  income  from  both  crops  and  livestock 
v;as  sharply  higher  than  a  year  earlier,  and  total  income  from  farm  marketings 
v/as  up  56  percent.     Income  in  Idaho  and  the  Pacific  Coast  States  was  also 
somewhat  higher  thati  a  year  earlier,  but  in  the  other  Mountain  States  income 
from  crops  was  less,  and  the  increase  in  total  income  from  marketings  was 
relatively,  small. 

Income  from  farm  marketings  during  the  first  8  months  of  19*^2  v.ras  ^0 
percent  greater  than  during  the  same  period  of  19^1  with  crops  and  livestock 
contributing  about  equally  to  the  increase.    This  was  the  same  as  the  increase 
for  the  United  States  as  a  vrhole.     The  increase  in  the  Western  States  ranged 
from  21  percent  in  Montana  vrhere  returns  from  wheat  thus  far  in  19^+2  have 
been  only  about  equal  to  those  of  a  year  earlier,  to  5^-1  percent  in  Idaho 
'V;here  returns  from  potatoes  have  been  over  three  times  as  large  as  in  the  first 
S  months  of  19^2.     In  the  other  States  of  this  region  the  increase  in  income 
varied  from  JO  percent  in  ITew  Mexico  and  Arizona  to  hh  percent  in  California.
